The birth of Norma Maxine Brooke 
on Sept. 25 brought great happiness to 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Leonard V. 
Brooke on a little farm at Thayer, 
Ind., where Brooke works for $50 a) 
month. Even Louis Vernon, aged 2, 
manfully agreed to accept her as his 
playmate and to share his toys. y 

Soon, however, it was discovered that 
Norma suffered from an affliction of 
the spine. Local physicians urged im- 
mediate removal to Chicago and an op- 
eration. 

A few days later Norma was at the 
Jefferson Park hospital. Dr. T. D. 
Laftry found that two of her veterbrae 
were missing and that the spinal cord 
was exposed. Surgeons found it an un- 
usual case. 

Hopes—and Troubles. 

The operation was a success, and 
there was hope that Norma wéeuld re- 
gain the use of her lower limbs, which 
had been paralyzed. Mrs. Brooke, oc- 
cupying a “semi-private room” at $30 
a week, watched day and night. 

One night the baby was unusually 
restless. Hot water bags had to be 
kept under the pillow on which it 
rested. 

“ T found a nurse had put a hot water 
bag so close the baby’s foot was ter- 
ribly burned,” said Mrs. Brooke. 

“The operation was performed on 
Nov. 27, and f thought our bill was 
getting big enough. I suggested that 
I would take the baby home. 

“Delay was suggested. I waited. 
Finally I decided to leave. I told Dr. 
Ira B. Robertson. He said I would 
have to pay my bill first. It had run 
to $135 and I had paid $75. I told him

The warrants were asked following a 
conference of federal officials, at which 
Ralph W. Stone, prohibition director 
for Dlinois, declared thousands of gal- 
lons of medicinal whisky was freed 
for bootlegging purposes on illegal pre- 
scriptions during the first year of gov- 
ernment supervision. 
_A few hours prior to the conference 
the vanguard of the flying squadron of 


Washington to check up charges of 
graft against the local prohibition of- 
fice, arrived in Chicago.

“This is only the beginning,” said 
Mr. Clyne, with reference to the war- 
rants for the doctors. ‘A sweeping 
investigation of every physician in the 
state who is suspected of issuing pre- 
scriptions unnecessarily has been or- 
dered. Nota single physician's permit 
to issue blanks will be renewed for 
1921 until his record has been thor- 
oughly examined. A big cut in permits 
for this year is expected.”

Range Is 200 Miles, 
Inventor Says.

PARIS, Jan. 12.—While the allies are 
talking over disarmament, the French 
and Belgians are testing a super-long 
range gun, estimated to be able to fire 
a shell 200 miles, ; 

The French and Belgian military 
authorities are endeavoring to keep) 
particulars of the weapon secret, de- 
spite Article VIII. of the covenant of | 

the league of nations, wherein the signa-_ 
tories are pledged to inform each other | 
concerning their armaments. 

The first tests were held near the end | 
of December on the Belgian artillery | 
range at Vivegnis, near Liege. The 
tests lasted six days and were held- 
under the supervision of the French | 
inventor, Lieut. Col. Maze, and French | 
and Belgian staff officers. 

Introducing “ Turbo.” 

The small model used as the testing 
gun was the size of a French three inch 
field piece, built along special lines. 
The inventor has named the gun 
“Turbo,” because, turbinelike, the pro-— 
jectile increases its speed after leaving | 

The remarkable range of the gun is | 
claimed on three factors—the explosive | 
used, the gun itself, and the projectile. | 

Improvements and refinements in 
the shell are said to reduce resistance, | 
permitting a longer range with the 
same initial speed. 

How Range Was Obtained. 

But air resistance is but a minor fac- 
tor and only slight added range was se- 
cured in this way. Small gains also 
are claimed through alternations in the 

gun itself. | | 

Discovery of an explosive which con- 
‘tinued to exert its maximum pressure 


until the shell left the gun resulted in 
construction of the German Big 
Berthas, which now have been devel. : 
oped further into the “Turbo” type. | 
Experiments with and close study of 
the Big Bertha captured in November, | 
1918, at Mezieres furnished the ele- 
ments for Delamare Maze’s invention. 
The most striking characteristic of 
the “Turbo” type is the equal thick- 
pess from breech to muzzle.

UNE’Ss Budapest correspondent, Bela 
Kun went to Moscow after his escape 
from Vienna. There he told. Lenin that 
the new Hungarian régime had im- 
prisoned thousands of his former fol- 
lowers and meant to execute the lead- 
ers. 


Arrest of Hangarians.. 
Lenin immediately ordered the ar. 


the masses of war prisoners. 

More than a month ago a Hungarian 
court martial secretly ordered four of 
the people’s commissaries executed and 
six to serve life imprisonment. How- 
ever, the secret became known in Mos- 
cow, whereupon M. Tchitcherin, the 
soviet foreign minister, sent the follow- 
ing telegraph. 

“Tf our ten commissars are killed, we 
will kill every Hungarian hostage in 
our possession, as we consider one bol- 
shevik commisar worth 435 Hunga- 
rians.”’ 


Threats Are Effective. 
The bolshevik threats were effective. 
Hungary was forced not only to pardon 
the commissars, but agreed to issue a 
safe conduct to every one whom Bela 
Kun chose to have come to Russia. In 
return, Tchitcherin promised to release 
all the Hungarians when transpor- 
tation was available.

2. The continued prohibition of piece 
work in railroad shops will not only 
increase railroad expenses but will 
make it more difficult to maintain piece 
work in other industries and thereby 
reduce efficiency and increase expense. 

3. The railroads now are compelled 
to pay employés for work that is not 
done and to pay them two or even more 
days’ pay for one day or less of work. 

4. The present agreements prohibit 
preferential promotion for efficiency 
and discharge for inefficiency; they 
prevent therailroads from obtaining 
sufficient employés for some depart- 
ments. 

The resolution protested against cre- 
ation of national boards of adjustment 
sought by the railroad unions. 


Worst of Depression Over.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Prohibition advocates in the 
house today forced an appropriation of 
$7,100,000 for the Volst law enforce- 
ment during the next fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1. 

The house appropriations committee 
recommended $6,500,000 for this work. 
The prohibition advocates pointed out 
that the enforcement officers were al- 
lowed $5,500,000 for this work during 
the present year, and face a deficit of 
$1,600,000. By a vote of 86 to 48 the 
prohibitionists increased the appropria- 
tion.

The United States department of ag- 
riculture sent out the statement, but 
the other day that only about 3 per 
cent of the sweet potatoes grown were 
saved for the consumer. This is waste 
of this delicious food from first to last.
